i to the parents and administrators in the elementary schools in the area (Pickle and Webb); and increasing
I the number of ballistics cases entered into and researched on the National Integrated Ballistics Imaging
\ Network (NIBIN).

I The supplemental funds will allow the City to provide $40,786 to continue the Texas Exile Project. The
I Texas Exile Project provides a prosecutor in the Travis County District Attorney's Office to handle the

legal action for firearm related crimes. The purpose of the Neighborhood Policing program is to provide
immediate police service, criminal investigations, and collaborative problem solving initiatives to the
community so the community can feel safe and be safe.
